Death Angel aren't being recognized 
by some for what they are-a powerfully heavy 
band What they are being recognized for is 
their youth. Youth ain't everything folks. Put 
your prejudices away. 

"The thing that pisses us off is the way we 
get treated with less respect by people who 
think that we don't know what the fuck we 
are talking about We've been at this for six 
years," explains vocalist Mark . 

Death Angel recently visited Toronto's 
Record Peddler where they signed autographs 
for their awaiting fans on a cold Wednesday 
afternoon. After, as they busily shopped, 
Andy almost bought a Rush video. 

"When we were driving into Toronto I 
wasn't feeling that well because I was 
drinking last night. When I found out that I 
was legally allowed to drink I suddenly felt a 
lot better, " says guitarist Rob. 
"The Ultra- Violence" was Death Angel's first 



release, and it proved to be above average 
compared to most thrash records. Death 
Angel's innovative, yet basic, but still keeping 
it on the heavy side guitaring techniques and 
vocal range made them recognized 
throughout the metal scene with something 
that wasn't one dimensional. But critics and 
other members in the scene were always 
thinking of them as youngins, and maybe 
even overnight sensations. The '88 release of 
"Frolic through the Park" on Enigma records 
proved that that observation was wrong. 
These five Philipino cousins tore down the 
walls with some of the best thrash in sight. 
Three dimensional varied thrash is hard to 
come by. Not really, just go buy a Death 
Angel record 

"Each individual has improved so much 
since the recording of the last album (The 
Ultra-Violence),- adds Mark. 
■From the time we recorded "The Ultra- 
Violence" to the time we recorded 'Frolic 
through the Park" there was a two year span. 
In that time each of us, and as a band grew 
musically and mentally," says Rob. 

Those that grew are; Rob Cavestany 
(guitar/vocals), Andy Galeon (drums), Mark 
Osegueda (vocals), Dennis Pepa 
(bass/vocals), and Gus Pepa (guitar). Five 
cousins whose lives changed when they fust 



saw KISS live in concert. An experience 
which helped forge their ideas to start a band. 
Death Angel even did a KISS song on theii 
latest record 

*We did 'Cold Gin 1 and not any other KISS 

song because its a party song." 

Age has always been a Factor in Death 
Angel's career, With Andy only being 16 and 
still in school touring becomes tough, so he 
does his school work through 
correspondence courses until he gets back 
into class. So young, yet so far. Hew did they 
get started? 

"I started taking guitar lessons, then Andy 
got a little five -piece drum kit and then also 
started taking lesson/ remembers Rob. ll w c 
started jamming together, then Dennis and 
Gus came on and we recorded our first demo 
with mc playing bass then finally we added 
Mark. We started out by writing little songs 
and fust jamming," 

That's how one of the best, yet not credited 
thrash bands got started. And with Mrs. 
Gavestany (Robs mom) behind the business 
wheel these Bay area guys can go far. Just 
don't show 'em any ID, boys.

drove home tonight, all the broken white 
lines seem to come together as one. the 
music revolves then it goes staticy. gas is 
low but i don't care cause i've burned on 
fumes before, oh yeah those fumes burn, 
sight came into effect once more, might as 
well be blind, cause i can't see, and when i 
do i don't want to. no fuckin happy medium, 
there never is. naked bowling alleys, sure 
pear-screach my weasel, different, 
definatly. passion and love are on-going 
pain processes in our lives, we love to 
love, the five w's come into effect, how 
far to love, how long, not physically 
asshole, wake up and smell the express©, 
one day pain will be replaced by happiness, 
you are good, don't let it bring your 
beauty down upon an ugly state, electric 
circus kills, fuck man i want to go on there 
and shake my thaaang. you know it. lets 
stampeed ec and make it look like a bomb 
went off and all that was left was cowboy 
hats, yeehaw. someone has entered again, 
my ears hear creeks, but my mind hears 
doors open, footsteps, intruders, leave 
before i kill you. you are motherfuckers, 
and stay out. i wish there was only one 
room, one door, i'd find you then, oneday 
you will get yours, and it won't be pretty, 
lock 
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Two days into the new year, while people 
were still nursing headaches and hangovers, 
New York's CBGB's had the nerve to host a 
twelve-band benefit show. The benefit was 
for Roger Miret, the lead singer of New 
York's Agnostic Front Miret recently ran into 
some high legal expenses. 

"Roger, while driving through Rockville 
New York, was pulled over (by the police), 
and illegally searched because he had 
Florida licence plates," explains Agnostic 
Front's guitarist Steve Martin. Miret was 
found guiltly of some drug charge, but all 
the details are not known. The benefit was a 
big success, and it even turned away over 
900 kids after being sold out Murphy's Law, 
Bold, Straight Ahead (reunion), Agnostic 
Front, and more of the Big Apple's finest 
rocked through the night 

Formed in 1982 under the name Zoo Crew, 
Agnostic Front found themselves at the 
centre of New York City's large but united 
hardcore scene. Since their birth, there have 
been numerous line-up changes; but their 
present line-up has proven to be their 
longest and most powerful yet The five 
piece outfit features Craig Setari on the four- 
string wallop machine; Steve Martin as the 



head axeman; Vinnie Stigma on his six-string 
powerboat; Roger Miret on vocals; and 
drummer Will Shepler to keep the thunder 
rolling. 

Existentialism is the philosophical theory 
emphazing that man is responsible for his 
own actions and free to choose his develop 
and destiny. This means that people are free 
to development their own ideals and values. 
A misunderstanding of Agnostic Front's 
ideals has caused controvery during their 
seven-year history. 

"The whole prominent thing in the media 
right now about the so-called skinhead, 
Aryan, whitepower, racist, whatever. That's 
the biggest misunderstanding about us. 
That's where the band's roots lie, and they 
(the original members) would not want to 
deny that There are skinheads in the band, 
but they are not the ones you see on 
television. Those people can have their 
beliefs, as long as they're not hurting or 
pouring it on anyone else, they can do 
whatever the fuck they want as far as we are 
concerned," states Martin. 

Bands that are too political tend to lose 
power in their music, and those types of 
bands tend to cater to only one type of 



individual. Agnostic Front try to cater to as 
many as possible without getting too 
political, other than questioning the actions 

of the U.S. government "Public Assistance" 
Is an Agnostic Front song which has come 
under criticism ever since its release on the 
1986 album Cause for Alarm. Many people 
question Agnostic Front's lyrics in this song 
claiming that it is an anti-black and/or anti- 
welfare song. Agnostic Front insist that it is a 
song that simply questions the people who 
abuse the United States welfare system. 

"People shouldn't birth kids that they don't 
care about just to get more collateral for 
crack by getting more welfare We still play 
it (Public Assistance) and although I wasn't 
in the band when it was written, I said that I 
would stand behind it. I work fulltime, all 
the time, at a legitimate on-the-books job; 
everyone in the band pretty much does. We 
live in New York City. Our extremely high 
taxes go to pay for the rent of murderers and 
rapists that are in jail, welfare scammers and 
drug addicts. I don't want tp give them my 
money," states Martin with his heavy New 
York City accent 

Rumors are a fart of life. When asked 
what the funniest rumor he has ever heard 
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about Agnostic Front was, Martin replied 

"Relativity (record label) is doing a record 
called "Madball" which involves Freddie 
Miret, Roger's 12 year old brother. It was 
printed up some place saying that Craig and I 
were quitting the band, so Roger was moving 
to bass and Freddie was going to be the new 
leadsinger. It was a rumor that went through 
a lot of people in New York because of some 
write up in a "zinc" 

Sometime in March Agnostic front will be 
releasng a live album that was recorded at 
CBGB's on August 21st 1988. Some trade, 
from "United Blood", "Victim in Pain", "Cause 



for Alarm", and "Liberty and Justice for.....", 
will be included on the fifth Agnostic Front 
record, which is said to be quite an explosive 
show. A video will also emerge at the same 
time as the album does. "Anthem" was the 
track chosen to be shot, and it was directed 
by George Seminara. The video is in black 
and whitewhite and shows the true New York 
Hardcore spirit The band is surrounded by a 
bombbardment of bodies at all times. 
Agnostic Front do_make some guest 
appearences in the video. 

"I feel that hardcore is the most exciting 
music being performed today," remarks 



Seminara. "I'd like to expose it for what it is, 
as best I can. 1 want the viewer to feel as if he 
or she is there." 

Seminara is definately new to the hardcore 
scene. Or can't you tell. It looks like big 
money has come into hardcore again, this guy 
probably couldn't give a shit about the most 
energenic music around. 

A tour to support the album will begin in 
April (or as soon as Roger finishes serving his 
sentence which he received for a drug 
charge). It will most likely be one big mobile 
party, as New York's Murphy's Law will be 
tagging along on the tour as welL 
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Imagine walking down a long corridor 
where you can hear the pounding of the fans 
as they await their rock Gods. Your eyes are 
burning from the intense thin fog that is 
clinging to the walls as you walk down this 
corridor. As you get closer to the back of the 
stage you see these women, not everyday 
ones, but princesses of the night waiting to 

meet their Gods. All of a sudden four 

God-like warriors crash through a door 
marked "to stage". The Gods carry their 
blessed instruments on to their holy 
Demilitarized Zone. The men of great egos 
plunge on stage. They are feeling God-like 
as their fans yell and cheer as they pluck out 
some covered up lame tunes. But these men 
are God. How could they go wrong? 
Everyone, well almost everyone is getting 
faked out by these imaginary icons. 

As the show progresses, but progression is 
usually in a forward motion, this show is at a 
stand still for many who see past the make 
up. Through the smoked filled air you can 
see a determined man climbing the barriers of 
flesh which are protecting the so-called Gods. 
The band with their holier-than-thou attitude 
is brought down by this invasion. The final 
blow is when the born leader that is winning 
this battle of truth grabs the microphone and 
utters joyfully These guys suck compared to 
Das Damen". Just imagine it 



Das Damen have made a name for 
themselves in the three years they have been 
together. Rising out of the' New York metal 
influenced hardcore scene was not difficult 
for this raunch rock quartet Most bands have 
a common trait and that is that they hate to 
play their hometown. 

"We play N.Y. too much. We're not chat 
much into it, but it's a quick way to make 
some bucks," says drummer Lyie jokingly. 

Contests are always a good way to draw 
attention to a cause or in Das Damen's case a 
band 

"The Ponytail-Holder contest is something 
new for us. You know those riders that you 
get when you put on a gig well I was being a 
real asshole and sent our rider back with it 
saying that the club must supply us with 
elastic ponytail-holders. We are a couple of 
dates into the tour and so far we have none/ 
states Lyle. 

If you have never heard Das Damen 
before, they mix sixties pop with seventies 
power and top it off with eighties insight 

"In one sentence Das Damen's music sounds 
as if Prince and The Revolution grew up in 
New York," remarks Lyle. 

Triskaidekaphobe, the fear of the number 
thirteen, and also the title of Das Damen's 
last album was released in '88. It's intelligent 
raunch rock (if there is such a thing) at its 



finest The Question is are the long-haired 
boys from Das Damen afraid of just an old 
superstition. Are these men afraid of the 
number thirteen? 

"Aaahhhhhh.....he said it Oh my God he 
said it," cries out Lyle. 

Being computer programmers by day (Das 
Damen won't admit to that though), all these 
numbers were fed into the computer system 
using the Hexadecimal system. 

"The name that came out was 
Triskaidaphobe in Swahiili,* remarks bassist 
Phil. 

Das Damen have been reported to have the 
best hair in rock'n'roll by some of the best in 
the business. If they could have their hair any 
other way who would Das Damen like to 
copy it after. 

"That guy in Midnight Oil or The Scre- 
aming Blue Messiahs," says the laughing Lyle. 

"Or how about Teddy Sylvalis. That man has 
really cool hair," says the humorously quiet 
Phil.

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MSI's (More Stupid Intjals) fust show was on 
December 3 back in '86 opening up for SNFU 
at the Latvian Hall. From there MSI have 
released two successful seven inches, and 
played numerous fun filled shows. These 
Degrassi Jr. High graduates are one of best 
bandsaround. 
Confuzed met MSI at a local gourmet burger 
joint where the employees knew them by 
name, definitely fans. Between autograph 
sessions we chatted with Jonny Rankin 
(vocals), Derek Emerson (guitar), Glenn Salter 
(guitar), 11m Alchin (percussion), and Paul 
Morris (bass). We finally concluded the 
interview, I say finally because cute little 
teenage girls would not leave their idols 
alone. Ripping at clothes, begging these poor 
guys to autograph parts of the anatomy that 
even we cannot mention in this mag. life of 
the rockta'roll circuit is rough when you are 
studs.
